WASHINGTON, March 8.—Coming out 
on the front portico of the White House 
after midnight this morning President 
Harding met and talked with fifty cor- 
respondents, gathered there, about, the 
four-hour dinner’ conference which he 
had just, held with a score of Senate 
and House leaders as a means of 
breaking the ground for the big talks 
of the coming special session of Con- 
gress. 

Mr. Harding saneunced near the out- 
set of the interview, during which the 
correspondents plied hint with questions, 
ttiat the special session ‘would be called 
‘for a. date not prior to Monday, ‘April 
4, and might be deferred for a week 
later. 

Asked whether the tariff or revenue 
laws would be revised: first, Mr. Mar- 
ding said: 

"* We were trying to determine which 
was the most pressing, tariff or revenue 
| revision. That's a question about which 
there is-a wide difference of opinion 
and. it was passed up to the Ways and 
\ Means Committee and the Finance Com- 
mittee to further canvass the situation.’’ 

«The President said that he wished to 

make it clear that no attempt was being 

tmhade by a-few men to lay down a 

program. He said that the heads of 

-ecommittees had. been brought into the 
_ conference and others would be held 

Jater. 

“* We are starting to fermulate a pro- 
gram in advance of legislation,’’ the 
‘President added. ‘‘(This is the begin- 
‘ming of the program of co-operatien be- 
Aween the Executive and Congress. It 
is the “early step in the fulfillment of 
Campaign pledges.” 4 
«There is much opposition in Congress 
to.any attempted tariff revision for some 
time,. and some leaders, particularly 
Senator Penrose, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, think a mistake 
would be made to undertake revision 
now. They believe that revision of the 
revenue law, including repeal of ‘the 
excess. profits taxés, ead first be 
undertaken. 

' From what- President ‘Harding said, 

it is surmised that it was differences of 

opinion at. the gathering as to the 

‘method of procedure that resulted in 

the décision to leave it-to the Ways and 

Means Committee and the Finance Com- 

_mittee’to consider the subject further.

FILIPINO DEMANDS 


After Conference With Harding 
He. Undertakes Mission to 
the Philippines. 


GOVERNORSHIP IS DROPPED 


Returning to Chicago, He Stops 
Off.to Meet Trustees of Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. ‘ 


- WASHINGTON; March 7. — After a 
conference with President Harding and 
Secretary of War Weeks in which an 
invitation for him to become the Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines was 
Withdrawn, Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
returned to his headquarters at Chicago 
tonight under orders to praceed to the 
Philippines oh 4 apécial missioh to in- 
vestigate condition’ in the islands. On 
his way to. Chicago General : Wood 
stopped at Philadelphia tonight’ to dis- 
cuss with trustees of the Untversity of 
Pennsylvania the. offer’ to become the 
Provost of ‘that institution. ; 

General Wood's appointment with the 
President was. arranged through Mr. 
Weeks. At the conclusion.of the con- 
ference, which lasted an hour, Mr. 
Weeks issued the following statement: 

“The President is not unmindful of 
the change of poligy recommended by 
his predecessor in dealing with the 
Philippines. He is anxious to settle 
definitely our policy and-has asked 
General Wood, because of his extended 
experience there, to go to the islands 
and report conditions there as he may 
find ‘them.’’ 

“It was indicated that there has been a 
change: of plans since Mr. Harding saw 
General Wood in Marion last week and 
offered him’ the. post of Governor Gen- 
oral of the Philippines. At the Marfon 
conference it was said ‘that General 
Wood desired more time in which to 
consider the appointment, and that the 
matter would not: be decided until after 
the General had conferred further with 
the President in Washington. 

“* Did General Wood say, that he would 
comply with the Président’s request® to 
go on a special mission to the 'Philip- 
pines? ’’ Mr, Weeks was asked. 

‘General Wood is a soldier,’’ “he re- 

plied. 

As he left the White House General 
Wood had: nothing . to say concerning 
‘ither the Philippine Governor Gene 
ship or his special mission. . 

“Iam a servant of the Republic,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ That is all I care to say now.” 

The General added that his date of 
sailing for the islands has not been de- 
termined. 


May Determine Harding Policy. 


In view of President Wilson's recom- 
mendation to the last Congress to grant 
independence immediately to the Fili- 
pinos, General Wood's report of his in- 
vestigations in the islands will have a 
direct bearing upon the Philippine policy 
of the Harding Administration. While 
in the Senate President Harding, as 
Chai of the Senate Philippine Com- 
mittee, Nook an active interest in the 
affairs of the island. During his cam- 
paign for the Presidency he made no 
reference to. the dgitation for Philippine 
independence, but during his term in the 
Senate he placed himself on record as 
opposing an éarly grant of. complete 
self-government to the islands. 

The President’s former consideration 
of Genéral Wood for, Governor General 
of the Philippines was based upon his 
appreciation of the ‘General’s services in 
the islands, where for ‘five years he 
was first. Goyernor of, the Moro Prov- 
inces and then commander of all Ameri- 
can troops in the islands.

HELSINGFORSY, Finland, March 7 
(Associated Press.)—The revolutionaries 
are bombarding Petrograd, and Soviet 
batteries at Systerbék, Revonnena and 
Tarbovka (Tolboukin?) are bombarding 
Kronstadt, says a dispatch from Viborg 
received here. © 

[The places named are in or on Neva 
Bay, the water entrance to Petrograd, 
which is comimanded by Kronstadt, on; 
an island at the outer or western end 
of the bay. Viborg is about sixty miles 
northwest of Petrograd.] + 

The fortress at Krasnoya Gorko, the 
dispatch adds, is perticipating in the 
fight,: but; owing “to the fog, it is not 
known on which side. 

It is. stated that General Kozlovski, 
the rebel leader, sent an ultimatum Fri-’ 
day. ordering all Communists to leave 
Petrograd within ‘three days, faflihg 
which the city would be bombarded. 
--All classes of citizens at _ Kronstadt 
have united in the uprising against .the 
Soviet Government, says a dispatch to 
the Russian Union Agency here. The 
organization of a revolutionary commit- 
tee, which later became the: Provisional 
Government, was carried out without 
the participation of political parties, and 
its members were chosen almost exclu- 
sively from seamen and workmen having 
no political affiliations. 

The Provisional Government has pub- 
lished @ program, the agency announces, 
the essence of which is a demand for 
the ‘immediate convening of a Constit- 
uent Assembly and the restoration of 
freedom of trade between individuals.’ 


LONDON, March 7.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph: from Helsingfors 
says that 37,000 men from Kronstadt are 
‘marching: to Petrograd. The Soviet offi- 
cilals have sent Chinese and other troops 
with artillery to meet them. The Soviet 
troops tried to get in contact with the 
reds across the ice near the suburb of 
Waschostroff, but the cruiser Petro- 
pavlovsk shelled and routed them. 

Big Peasant Revolt in the South. 

A dispatch to The London Times from 
Warsaw says a peasant revolt of un- 
usual proportions is spreading ‘in the

nezh and Kursk under the leadership of 
Antonoff, a former regimentaf com- 
mander of the Red Army.

The 
success of this rising will depend on 
whether the Red Army can be used to 
suppress it. That ts not very likely at 
present. The Cavalry is dependable, but 
the morale: 6f, the infantry is very bad.

“JT do’ not expect peasant armies to 
be formed. which will march on Moscow 
and Petrograd.to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment; but if local risings of village 
populations are repeated gill over Rus- 
sia. the towng certainly will follow suit 
and eject the Communists from power.”

MAYOR OF LIMERICK

DUBLIN, March 7, —Limerick is a city 
of tragedy today. Mayor George Clancy 
was. shot de#@ in his béd early this 
morning and/his wife wounded in a 
heroic attempt to protect him from his 
assailants, Michael O’Callaghan, ” ex- 
Mayor, died from wounds inflicted by 
unknown assassins; and a_ resident 
named O’Doriéghue yas taken from his 
residence and his “lifeless body was 
found later in gq neighboring field. 

These tragedies thraw a lurid light on 
the. condition of Ireland today. Both 
Mrs. Clancy and Mrs. 0’ Callaghan 
sought to save their husbands, and in 
the struggle it is stated that the latter 
secured fragments of, the men’s goggles 
with which the raiders concealéd their 
identity. 

The curfew hours were chosen by the: 
murderers. O’Callaghan’s house was the 
first visited. ‘The raiders climbed the 
garden wall, knockéd at the door, and 
in response to an inquiry from within 
replied that it was a search party in 
charge of two officers. Unsuspectingly 
Mrs. O’Callaghan opened the door and 
the men rushed in, one crying:, ‘‘ We 
want you, O’Callaghan.”’ 

Noticing their threatening attitude, 
Mrs. O’Callaghan ‘threw herself on her 
husband, but she was torn away ard 
several shots were fired at him. 

Apparently the raiders next visited the 
Mayor’s residence, but’ Mrs. Clancy of- 
fered so determined a resistance that 
they fired and she fell wounded in the 
hall. They then attacked the, Mayor 
and. fired several shots into’ his body. 
He lingered in agony for an hour.. 

O’Donoghue’s was the third and last 
house visited. 

Beyond the bare statement: of the 
murders no light is thrown officially on 
the occurrences. 

Fire was opened on a patrol of mili- 
tary when about to search a house to- 
day at Hymenstown, County Tipperary. 
In the’ shooting which followed a man 
who .was firing on the soldiers from a 
window was shot dead. He was ascer- 
tained to be Patrick Hogan, a com- 
mandant of the Irish Republican Army. 

Another man, armed with service re- 
volver, surrendered. He proved to be 
B. Keane, signaling officer of same 
republican. battalion. Valuable ~ docu- 
ments were found on Hogan’s -body. 

An “organ of the patrol was slightly 
wounded. e two regular” oc¢upants 
of the house were arrested.

quit England and that; the altied troops 
would advance at midnight: This report, 
published at the time the allied Miris- 
‘tere were still-ténferring withthe Ger- 
mans, stirred up considérable pxcite- 
ment, 

However, for some days. the Géerniaris 
of the Rhine district and of the Ruhr 
Valley have believed the Allies would 
advance. They seem more.or less re- 
signed to it, and the remark one hears 
often is: ‘‘ Better end with horror. than 
horror without end.” 

The Germans detlare that the Allies 
will not get one pfennig by occupying 
the Ruhr towns and that if they set up 
a Rhine customs barrier they will not 
collect enough to pay the cost of main- 
taining. it. 

Under the allied plans the Belgians, 
assisted by the British, will occupy 
Diisseldorf while Ruhrort and Duisburg 
will be occupied by the French mainly. 

One potht being considered by the 
allied officers relative to the establish- 
ment of a customs: barrier is what shall 
be done about the Coblenz bridgehead, 
occupied by Americans, who naturally 
are not expected to take any part in 
enforcing the penalties of London, It is 
presumed that some friendly arrange- 
ment can be made so as not to leave a 
hole at Coblenz in the proposed customs 
line.

There is the barest* 
chance that it may be delayed one day 
for special reasons, the chief of which 
is that the Allies may prepare. measures 
for setting up. a customs barrier when 
they occupy these three towns. 

To one who has watched French- 
men since the day the armistice was 
signed there is great significance in 
the spirit with which they. received the 
news of the, measures ‘to be taken 
against Germany. In the past six 
months there has been a remarkable 
growth of sentiment in favor of hitting 
Germany a whack or two, and there ie 
little regret in Paris tonight.

All over Paris tonight the crowds 
which watched all day at the newspaper 
bulletin. boards are: asking, ‘‘ What 
next? ’’ Paris does not believe the Lon- 
don penalties - will be sufficient,- and 
Paris, or at least most. of it, would go 
even further were the Germans to prom- 
ise tomorrow to sign the reparation ac- 
cgrd. : 

The theory on which ‘this attitude is 
based is: ‘It is easier to do it now 
than later.” 

Indeed, France appears determined to 
go to almost any length to force Ger- 
many to pay half of the way damage— 
what is asked. Should the War Depart- 
ment tomorrow call for the re-enlistment 
of the discharged. classes. the world 
-would be surpriBed at the spirit in which 
the response would be given. 

Those who direct affairs on the other 
side of the Rhine would do well to re- 
member that France. has become 
aroused. France has a strongly Nation- 
alist Chamber, and she has the strong- 
est, army in the world today. She will 
not hesitate to use. it if she judges it 
necessary. Foch has bold plans in his 
pocket, and he is not one of those who 
refuse to believe that Germany can be 
made to pay. Netther is M. Poincaré. 

The biggest fact. in’ European ’rela- 
tions today is that France has made 
up her mind not to be “ buffaloed ” by 
Germany.

’ Further Move by Berlin Expected. 

Dr. Simona’s-view expressed at the 
conclusion of the conference proceedings 
that the experts would meet in an at- 
mosphere embittered by the penalties 
and thet thig would make the situation 
more difficult is not accepted ag an 
altogether correct appreciation. On the 
contrary, it is believed in many quar- 
ters that enforcement of the penalties 
will bring Germany to quicker reali- 
zation of what Mr. Lieyd George called 
the realities of the situation than any 
other procedure, and that proposals may 
be forthcoming speedily from Berlin 
which will permit of further discussions.

get the penalties enforcd,”

Try to Repurchase Decorations. 


How were the Pinturicchio ceiling 
panels from the Palazzo del Magnifico 
in Siena, now among the rarest treas- 
ures in the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
smuggled out of Italy in defiance of the 
laws of that country? The Italian Gov- 


it was learned yesterday, and the exec- 
utive staff of the museum was in session 
for some time discussing the request for 
information passed on to it by Italian 
Consul General Bernardi. : 
Officers and trustees of the museum 
said last night that they had not been 
interrogated by representatives of the 
Italian Government, nor had their own 
executives yet asked them to pass upon 


these priceless and irreplaceable gems of 
Renaissance art which experts have de- 
scribed as the choicest of their kind. 

It was said quite frankly, however, 
that it was not the custom of the mu- 
seum to disclose the prices it paid for 
objects nor to tell the processes through 
which they came into its hands. Hence 
it would be extraordinary if in this 
case the trustees should decide to grati- 
fy the curiosity of the Italian Govern- 
ment. 


Italy Seeks to Discover Leak. 


Persons familiar with the undertaking 
of Italy, so far as it had progressed, 
said the immediate purpose of that Gov- 
ernment was to discover the leak that 
had made possible the surreptitious ex- 
portation of the panels despite the vigi- 
lance of officials charged with prevent- 
ing the nation from being despoiled of 
its heirlooms of ancient art. 

Nonetheless it was said to be not at 
all unlikely that the Italian Government 
would make representations to the 
Metropolitan Museym, at least inform- 
ally, that the panels had been sent from 
the country unlawfully, that they were 
a priceless heritage of the nation and 
‘that the Government stood rea to 
make restitution of every penn in- 
vested in them by the Metropolitan if 
the Museum would consent to. their res- 
toration. In the absence of actual re- 
ceipt of such a request, no person in 
authority in the Museum’s: organization 


was willing to tazard an opinion as to 
what reply would be made. 

Regardless of whether the Italian 
Government tried to get the Pinturicchio 
anels back, art dealers here who long 
ave been familiar with the losing 
struggle of that nation to retain its in- 
valuable antiques in the face of the 
eager acquisitiveness of the wealthy of 
other countries expressed confidence 
that Italy’s very recent discovery of the 
whereabouts of the panels would lead to 
diplomatic rerroemtetions. These, it 
was believed, would take the initial forry 
of info conversations between 
the Italian Ambassador at Washington 
and the State Department, seeking to 
learn whether some arrangement could 
not be made whereby the laws of Italy 
ceuld be respected in this country. 


Willing to Pay Huge Sum. 


Alessandro Olivotti, a New York art 
dealer who is ajding the Italian Con- 
sul General in his inquiry, admitted 
that there existed no process in law 
whereby the Italian Government could 
recover the frescoes. He said, however, 
that despite its. post-war impoverish- 
ment, the nation had available enormous 
funds in the hands of thé Under Sec- 
retary of State for Fine 
partly by taxation-and partly by the 
exportation of luxuries. Such funds 
could be used only in connection with 
art, and Mr. Olivotti had no doubt the 
Government would be glad to pay a 
huge sum for recovery of the panels. 

Olivotti said further that it was 
the misfortune of Italy that the panels,

“ any ‘other. country in the. world,” 
‘but he did not associate his desire 
with the idea of a limitation confer- 
ence. That seems to be the difference 
between the points.of view of Mr. 
Danes and Mr. Densy. The new 
Secretary was an-enlisted man ‘in the 
Spanish war and’a sergeant of marines 
in the late war. It is no injustice to 
him to say. that he talked about naval 
expansion at the Navy League dinner 
as men in the ranks, who are militant 
and not restrained by digcretion, are 
prone to de. 

“Tt is ‘said that the new Secretary of 
War, Jo#N W. Weexs, who has 
been a member of the Board of Vis- 
itors of the Naval Academy and who 
commanded the Second Division of the 
auxiliary naval force on the Atlantic 
Coast in the Spanish war, intimated 
at the dinner that he was not in com- 
plete accord with the Denby program. 
It. remains to be seen whether Presi- 
dent Harpinc, who realizes that reduc- 
tion of taxation is the great question 


before the American people; today, will” 
advocate expansion, as urged by the 


new Secretary of the Navy, or will 
agree with Secretary Weeks that 
there can be such-a thing as too much 
naval expansion; that is to say, un- 
necessary naval expansion. ‘' How,” 
asks Senator’ Boran, *‘ are you going 
‘* to reduioe taxation unless you reduce 
‘* the cost of armaments?

In whatever sense. taken, -‘‘ patron- 
age *’ is one of the most perilous gifts 
that Presidents and party leaders 
have to quarrel about. Hyery ap- 
pointment, however strong the, politi- 
cal ** backing *’ it has, brings{ more 
trouble tothe maker and recom- 
menders than it does pleasure-to the 
appointee. ' 

This’ is usually how a ‘President 
makes his first enemies, often how he 
makes his most numerous enemies. 
The true way for.a President to give 
the most general satisfaction to his 
party and his countrymen is to make 
the best ‘appointment he can to every 
office. Necessarily, -he' must rely 
largely. upon local advice; but he can 
always have unprejudiced: inquiries 
made and’ can prevent, as far as the 
ordinary chances of error even with 
the best intentions permit, the foist- 
ing upon the Federal payroll of men 
whose main title to office is their po- 
litical sérvice. Mr. Harprnc has had 
political experience enough to make 
him wary in the matter of appoint- 
ments. His Cabinet, as a whole, 
pleases the country. In his choice of 
Ambassadors ‘and Ministers and in 
filling the great ‘administrative posts 
Sour 
faces and grumbling among the faith- 
ful can't be dyoided, The best use he 
can make of the power of ‘’ patron- 

e’’ is to appoint, \so far as possible, 
men who'in each case are judged 
worthy of the post by their proved 
qualities of energy and character and 
general fitness, irrespective of party 
service or the insistence of party 
leaders. 

His is a hard task. Inevitably he 
will make some mistakes. The coun- 
try will be forbearing in its criticisms 
so long as it is convinced that he is 
not distributing gifts at a Republican 
Christmas tree, but trying to pick out 
competent men. 








THE COST OF COURTS. 

Discussion of the insufficient pay of 
Federal Judges lends interest to the in- 
quiry made by Mr. ALEXANDER B. 
ANDREWS of~the North Carolina Bar 
into the ‘‘ Per Capita’ Cost of Courts.”’ 
We ‘all’ agree, except when the com- 
pensation of Judges is in question, that 
the function of the courts is funda- 
mental; that they are the essential 
protection of our rights. Mr. ANDREWS 
shows from the census and from State 
statistics that the average cost per 
capita of the Supreme Court in the 
several States is 8,352, cents, of the 
trial courts 14.479 cents. How Lillipu- 
tian these figures look by jthe size of the 
$6.05 which is the average per capita 
cost of State Government. Naturally, 
Nevada, with 77,000 - inhabitants, 


‘shows the highest per capita cost for 


the support of the Supreme Court, but 
even there it is less than 50 cents. In 
Texas, with more than 4,660,000 peo- 
ple, the per capita cost is .654 cents. 

, The cost of trial courts is lowest in 
Maine, a little over 2 cents, but there 
the six Justices of the Supreme Court 
do the trial work. The average salary 
of the 284 Justices of the Supreme 
Court of the forty-eight States is 
$7,185. The salary of a United States 
District Judge is $7,500. Five States 
pay their Justices of the Supreme 
Court as much. Twelve pay them 
more. Since State Judges are under- 
paid, as a rule, this comparison is sig- 
nificant. A Federal District Judge 
gets the same as a member of Con- 
gress, though the latter works only a 
part of the time for two years, and is 
able to follow his profession or busi- 
ness outside. Moreover, to most mem- 
bers of Congress their legislative ser- 
vice is an episode, not a career.

The Countess 
de Goigny was one of his fellow-prison- 
ers, and for her he wrote a poem, “ La 
Jeune Captive,’’ which has been ‘much 
admired. He was arraigned and sent 
to the guillotiné only three days before | 
the. end of the Terror. 

His fame as a poet did not come till a 
considerable time after his death. His 
jailers were not concerned with his 
poetical ‘productions, and it was not till 
the old order was restored, so far as it 
was restored, that his poems first ap- 
peared in print in 1820. 

It is’ a remarkable, an extraordinary 
career, and it is not strange that it 
should present itself to an operatic 
librettist as a. subject for an_ operatic 
-book. Illica has: treated it with a gen- 
eral adherence to the facts of history 
and biography, but he has used the 
dramatic: poet’s license in arrangin ng 
Chenier’s love affairs for*him.

It'was Chap- 
lain Francis P. Duffy who shouldered 
Anderson’s cause at the meeting. De- 
Cldring that he was always on the side 
of France in a conflict with Germany 
and 'that he had declined. an invitation 
to speak at the *‘ Rhine herror ’’ meeting 
organized by von Mach, although he had 
no other engagement for that evening, 
Father Duffy said he did not approve 
of Anderson's ‘‘ fool speech at that fool 
meeting.’’

‘No citizen of this State shall be de- 
prived of, limited, or restricted in the 
exercise of any right of governing his 
individua! conduct or his personal hap- 
piness in such manner as he may deem 
proper, provided the public. peace and 
safety is not thereby endangered. No 
ordinance, resolution, rule or regulation 
of any city, town, village or county 
shall be passed so as to conflict witn 
the provisions of this section. All acts, 
or parts of acts inconsistent with -the 
provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed.”’ i 

Phere is a provision in the Penal law 
now, to which no attention is paid, that 
prohibits racing horses ‘‘or othér ani- 
mals ’” for stakes.

The measure 
is sponsored by the city magistrates and 
was drafted by Chief Magistrate Wih- 
iam McAdoo. 

Explaining the need of such legisla- 
tion, Chief Magistrate McAdoo wrote 
Assemblyman Steinberg as follows: 

’ “At present there is a ‘widespread 
suspicion that. men utterly unfitted by 
character and antecedents get licenses, 
especiaily to run taxicabs. Many of 
these vehicles have been used for crim- 
inal purposes, with the aid and consent 
of:the drivers. ‘This suspicion is now 
so widespread that it affects the honest 
driver,, bringing them aJl under a cloud 

“It is almost commonplace among 
citizens to advise their women folks es- 
pecially not to ride with unknowrr taxi- 
cab drivers, and. im many instances 
where the women think! that the cab. is 
going in the wrong direction, so greatly 
do. they suspect the class of drivers,

ASK HEAVY DAMAGES 
FROM BANKING FIRMS 


New. York Bank Among Defend- 
ants in $15,000,000 Snit 
Brought in Dedham, Mass. 


DEDHAM, Mass., March 7.—Damages 
of $15,000,000 are sought in a suit filed 
in the Superior Court today in behalf of 
George H. Willett and Edmund H. 
Sears, who were partners in the firm of 
‘Willett, Sears & Co., which went out of 
business in 1918. Conspiracy to deprive 
the firm of its interest in several large 
manufacturing companies is charged 
against leading local banking firms and 
the Chase National Bank of New York. 

The defendants include F. 8. Mosely 
& Co., Kidder, Peabody & Co., the mem- 
bers of those firms as individuals— 
Daniel G. Wing, President of the First 
National Bank of Boston, and Robert 
F. Herrick, an attorney, who is desig- 
nated in the suit as organizer of the 
syndicate that took over most of the 
Willett-Sears interests. 

The suit alleges that the defendants 
took advantage of knowledge gained 
through a fiduciary relation with the 
plaintiff company to force upon it terms 
for a loan of £3,000,000 which resulted 
in the transfer of the controlling interest 
in the American Felt Company and the 
Daniel Green Felt Shoe Company under 
conditions which caused ultimate loss of 
the plaintiff company’s holdings. 

It is contended also that the syndicate 


through the workings of a secret con- 
strony carried out a scheme by which 
they gained control of nearly a score of 
other com es in which Willett, Sears 
& Oo. held stock. 

Although the representations on which 
plaintiff company let go its holdings, it 
was declared, were such as to indicate 
that they were being operated at a loss, 
it is set forth in the report that a profit 
of $1,000,000 a year had been made in 
the last two years of the American Felt 
and Daniel Green Companies and an 
equal amount in Eperegate on the other 
companies involved. ‘

He said that the seven-day week 
and the long turn in changing

‘““We have today been in consultation 
with the Presidents of subsidiary com- 
panies, who compose the special, com- 
mittee heretofore appointed to consider 
the twelve-hour day question,” said a 
statement by him. ‘‘The members of 
the committee have not reached a con- 
clusion which is entirely satisfactory to 
all of them with respect to some of the 
features involved, and therefore have 
not made or are prepared to make & 
report. However, I believe that within 
the ‘comparatively near future, perhaps 
thirty days or a little more, we shall 
receive the result of their investigations. 
The ‘seven-day week’ and the ‘long 
turn in changing shifts’ have been en- 
tirely eliminated by all of our com- 
panies.’’ :
